THE LANCERS QUADRILLE 


This version of the “Lancers is 
the traditional version which has 
been danoed, with certain minor 
variations, in the ballrooms of 
America and England for over at 
least a century. 

There are two contenders for 
the honor of having created this 
beautiful quadrille. John Duval, 
an Irish dancing-master, claimed 
the Lancers as his invention in 
1817. His version was performed at 
a ball given in Dublin, by the 
Countess of Farnham, In April of 
that year. Joseph Hart, an English 
dancing-master, proclaimed his au¬ 
thorship of this dance in a book 
published in 1820. His figures, 
with slight variations, are still 

danced today. 

There are five figures, really 
five separate dances, in the Lan¬ 
cers, and each figure is complete 
in Itself. Eaoh figure has its own 
distinctive music, some of it very 
old. The music for the third fig¬ 
ure, for instance, is an arrange¬ 
ment of an old English air, "Would 
Jm Have a Young Virgin." The tune 
was used by John Gay, in 1728, in 
Ms famous ballad-opera, The Beg¬ 


gar's Opera . 

Quadrilles are stately, grace¬ 
ful , and rather complicated, and 
oertainly deserve to be praotioed 
until perfected. The salutations 
at the beginning of the dance are 
particularly important, for they 
set the mood for the entire dance. 

The dancers must move in time 
to the music, taking only the re¬ 
quired number of measures to per¬ 
form eaoh danoe movement. There 
are two counts to eaoh measure of 
music. End each dance, or figure, 
with a slight bow and ourtsy; not 
the formal salutation with which 
the quadrille begins. 

In order to make the descrip¬ 
tions simpler, we are offering a 
glossary of the danoe figures used 
in the Lanoers. The explanations 
given in this, and in the dance 
itself, are presented as if a 
teaoher were speaking directly to 
a group of dancers on the dance 
floor. Most of the calls and ex¬ 
planations arfe made to the gents. 
Unless otherwise specified, the 
ladies perform the figures as des¬ 
cribed for the gents.

To chassez right, slide your right 
foot to your right, and close with the 
left, placing your weight on that foot, 
leaving your right foot free for another 
slide. There are usually four slides in 
one direction, ending with your weight on 
the foot with which you began the slides. 

FOUR LADIES CHAIN-- Join your right hands 
in the center of the set and move elook- 
wise until you reach your opposite gent. 
Join left hands with him and turn, mov¬ 
ing counterclockwise. The gent will help 
you by placing his right hand at your 
waist. Return as described above, Joining 
left hands with partners and turning.

LANCERS—MUSIC CUES 


The music for quadrilles generally follows a set pattern, with a 
definite ABA form. In the following chart we have shown the music pat¬ 
tern for each figure a3 performed for one couple to be active. When re¬ 
peated for another couple, begin with the second part of the music. In 
the Lancers, part A of each figure is either the music for the saluta¬ 
tions, or for the waiting period. Only the fifth figure begins immedi 
ately with the first bar of the music. Each figure ends with the final 

bars of part A.
